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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a Notice of Allowability in response to the Amendment received 
on March 16, 2006. Claims 1-21 have been cancelled. Claim 22 has been amended. 
Claims 22-28 remain pending in this application. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 22-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 22, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach using term consistency to violate equality constrains wherein using term 
consistency involves intersecting the first interval with an inverse of a function derived 
from the first interval. Prior art teaches using various consistency algorithms with global 
optimization, such as, for example, hull consistency and box consistency (see Bliek at 
al, Van Hentenryck et al., Benhamou et al. and Collavizza et al. listed as pertinent prior 
art in the Conclusion section of current Office Action). However, said prior art does not 
teach that consistency involves intersecting the first interval with an inverse of a function 
derived from the first interval. 

Claims 23-28 are allowed based on their dependency upon the allowable 
independent claim 22. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
